The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. The election of species requirement mailed February 14, 2006 has been 
withdrawn since claim 2 limited to the compound of formula I wherein R 1 is the residue 
of a polyalkylene glycol constitutes a constructive election. 

3. The closest prior art to Klein Patent No. 4,1 33,803 discloses the reaction product 
of a polyoxypropylene polyamine with excess anhydride. The claimed compound of 
formula I containing the moiety -(Z) m derived from the reaction of a polyphenol or 
aminophenol with the reaction product of an amino-terminated polybutadiene or 
polyalkylene glycol with excess (di)anhydride is not recited. There is no motivation to 
further modify the reaction product of Klein via reaction with the claimed polyphenol or 
aminophenol. 

4. Schenkel Patent No. 6,776,869 (col. 4, lines 39-65) depicts component B) of 
formula I. The moiety -NH-R 2 -NH- is structurally distinct from the claimed X substituent 
of formula I which is a C 2 -6 alkyl or the residue of an aromatic (di)anhydride. 
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5. European Patent Nos. 309,180 (page 3, lines 35-53) discloses the reaction of an 
aminophenol with a polyimide derived from an organic diamine and a dianhydride. The 
claimed polybutadiene or polyalkylene glycol residue R 1 of formula I is not recited, nor is 
there any impetus to employ such a residue as the organic diamine of the European
